OUT FRIENDS IN EUROPE 
London, July 19.—@he emperor 
Korea is without a friend among 
the governments of Europe suffi- 
ciently interested in the status of 
the ancient Korean empire to in- 
terpose a word in his behalf. His 
majesty had always been friendly 
with Russia, and the outcome ofr 
the Russo-Japanese war was @ 
great blow to him. He even look- 
eq to the United States for sup- 
port. When Edwin V. Vorgan, 
who was American minister 
Korea from July 26, unti] Novem- 
ber 29. 1905, when the legation 
was abolished,. refused the request 
of the emperor that he take refuge 
at the legation at the time the 
Japanese were pressing the em- e 
peror to sign a treaty giving Japan 
contro] of the foreign affairs of od 
Korea, the emperor of Korea was , 
greatly disappointed, and the final 
of the American legation 
was a great blow and disappoint- od 
ment to him. Almost all foreign- 
ers who know the emperor consid- 
ered him as a well meaning but 
weak man, and his son, the pres- 
ent crown prince, is not regarded 
as an improvement on his father. 
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Seoul, July 19.—(Friday 
Briefly. the emperor in the imperial re- 
script of abdication, expressres his regret 
that during the forty-four years of his 
reign national calamities have followed 
in rapid succession, and the peoples 
distress has become so aggravated that 
he deemed it now time to transfer the 
crown to the heir apparent in conform- 
ity with ancestral] usages. 

Throne Totters at Last. 

Seoul, via Tokio, July 19.—The throne, 
tottering with forty-four years of mis- 
rule, toppled today. Upon his arrival, 
Viscount Heyashi, the foreign minister 
of Japan, was greeted by 15,000 Jap- 
anese who were expecting the annexa- 


tion. _ of Korea. 

The peril to the emperor began 
realized vesierday among the horeans, 
and considerable excitement preyails to- 
day. the people feeling that their ruler 
mignt meet an untoward end. The po- 
lice were doubled in the palace at night- 
fall on the rumor that the dead Hague 
deputy had committed suicide, which 
created the apprehension that an epi- 
demic of suicide had broken out in sym- 
pathy with the emperor. 

The Koreans are all at sea regarding 
the extreme gravity given the situation 
by the Japanese, who regard the offense 
of the emperor as unpardonable. 

Members of the progressive party from 
Japan and others opposing the Marquis 
Ito’s’ policy of leniency preceding the 
arrival of Foreign Minister Hayashi are 
now holding meetings. 

Viscount Hayashi, it is believed, has 
two missions to fulfill. The first, to 
assist Marquis Ito to execute the Jap- 
@nese government's program in the pal- 
ace; the second, to consult with him 
on the Manchurian and American ques- 
tlins. 

Enraged Against Japanese. 

Seoul, July 19.—(Evening.)—Enraged 
erowds are assembled at various points 
throughout the city, and inflammatory 
documents against the Japanese are be- 
ing freely distributed, giving rise to a 
forlorn hope that some change is about 
to begin. 

Serious collisions, it believed, will 
take place tonight between the police 
the rioters. Marauis Ito is not 
likely, it is thought, to resort 
treme measures of repression umtil all 
mild means of pacification have been ex- 
hausted. 

Extraordinary police precautions are 
being taken throughout the city.. 

Tokio Expresses Surprise. 

Tokio, July !9.—(Evening.)—Specuiation 
ia rife among foreigners here as to the 
origin of the idea of pressing the ahdi- 
eation of the retired governor of Korea. 

It is definitely known, however, that 
Marquis Ito was only a silent spectator 
of the event, and that the idea origi- 
nated with the premier, Marquis Saienji, 
strongly supported by the ministers of 
agriculture and justice, both of whom 
are strongly in favor of a life of exile 
in Japan for the retired emperor. Some

NEGRO K.. OF P. 
DENIED CHARTER 


The state supreme court, {n a de- 
cision handed down yesterday, held 
that the negro Knights of Pythias 
should not be allowed to secure a 
charter from the state. 

The decision was rendered in the 
case of the Grand Lodge Knights of 
Pythias of Georgia and others against 
C. C. Creswill and others, and, while

000,000-gallon pump was being installed 
in Brooklyn, but is not in operation.” 
There is a 6,500,000-gallon pump there. 

When the water beard and the special

F. Hurt, in which he said he had been 
informed that a 20,000,0Q00-gallon cen- 
trifugal pump could be seen in Brook- 
lyn, and the joint committee decided to 
send a subcommittee to Brooklyn to in- 
spect the pump.

‘“delaved flare back’’ caused this catas- 
trophe. In ane sense, the verdict is 
received with a distinct sense of relief 
by naval officers, because it showed 
that they had no new element of danger 
with. They had expected 
backs’’ before, and at the time 
they knew how to deal with them. A 
“delayed flare back’’ is caused clos- 
ing off too soon the blast of compressed 
air which is supposed to expel from 
the bore of the gun the unburnt gases 
and fragments of smoldering powder 
covering what might be lef; from the 
last discharge. 

After the terrible accident in the Mis- 
souri’s turret, three years ago, result- 
ing in the loss of more than thirty lives,

Just What Happened. 

In the case of the Georgia's 8-inch 
guns, what leappened was this: The 
treech of the gun was thrown open and 
the air Dlast turned in at a pre&sure of 
100 pounds to the square inch. This was 
sufficient for all ordinary purposes with 
the important qualification that it should 
be continued long enough to drive the 
last remnant Of gas or cloth from the 
gun bore. In this case the gases or 
smoldering cloths (which is not known 
now), were driven probably more than 
half way to the muzzle of the gun when 
the air blast was turned off. The Geor- 
gia was steaming at ten knots into the 
wind, which blew into the muzzle of 
the gun. The unexpelled gases or cloths 
were driven back by the breeze into the 
breech of the gun and out upon the 
powder charge that was just about to 
be inserted. The explosion that follow- 
ed was inevitable. The cause of this ae- 
cident, therefore, will without doubt 
set down to the ambition of the gunners 
to make a record practice in point of

LYNCHING PARTY 
IS DISPERSED 


Governor Blanchard Calls Out 
Troops to Guard Con- 
victed Italians. 


New Orleans, July !9.—A city jail 
was used today as a plate of refuge 
for Mr. and Mrs. Monteleone, Italians, 
released on habeas corpus proceed- 
ings this afternoon, after several 
weeks’ imprisonment as_ suspicious 
persons in the Lamana case. Several 
hundred angry Italians surrounded the 
Monteleone house and a guard of 25 
policemen fled to quiet this crowd. 
The Monteleons were finally put in a 
patrol wagon and taken to a nearby 
police station. During the excitement, 
Peter Lamana, father of the kicnaped 
boy, with a revolver in his hand, made 
violent attempts to break through the 
crowd, Saying he wanted to get at the 
Monteleones. He was taken to the 
police station though not put under 
arrest. 

Except for this incident the city was 
quiet today. 

The presence of three companies of 
militia and rapid fire guns at the 
Mahnville jail hag apparently stopped 
all intention of mobs to go from here 
to Mahnville for a lynching, It was 
decided today that the four prisoners 
will not be sentenced until Monday. 
Italians reported that immediately 
following sentence an adequate force 
of militia will escort the prisoners 
to Baton Rouge to begin sentence. 

The Montelones were allowed their 
freedom again tamight, the police be- 
lieving they were in no danger. 


Troops Ordered Out. 

New Orleans, July 19.—Two more com- 
mands of Louisiana troops were sent 
this morning from here to Hahnville, St. 
Charles parish, where a jury yesterday 
frought in a verdict of guilty without 
capital punishment in the case of the 
four Italians charged with the murder 
of little Walter Lamana, who was kid- 
naped here early in June. One command 
consisted of a battery of field artillery 
with repid fire guns and the other a 
company of infantry. There is no ap- 
prehension of immediate danger, but in 
order to make less arduous the work o! 
the two companies of infantry already 
at Hahnville, the additional troa@ps were 
ordered to the St. Charles parish court- 
house to aid in guarding the prisoners. 

There is still some talk of lynching. 
but Governor Blanchard announced this 
morning that the law would take its 
course if it became necessary to order 
out al] state troops. The authorities 
both here and at Hahnville appear to 
have the situation well in hand, and 
little fear of disorder now prevails. 

Order Is Observed, 

Hahnville, La., July 1!9.—In spite of 
the intense excitement which prevailed 
here last night immediately after the 
announcement of the verdict of guilty 
without capital punishmnt in the case 
of the Italian charged with the mur- 
der of the Lamana child, the best of 
order is observed throughout St. 
Charles parish today and the arrival of 
additional troops has put an end to all 
talk of lynching. The troops will remain 
here until Monday, when the prisoners 
are to be sentenced and will then es- 
cort them to the penitentiary.

PECAN CROP WILL BE SHORT. 


Be Smallest Raised in 
South Georgia. 

Albany, Ga., June 19.—(Special.)—The 
pecan crop of 1907 will.go on record as 
the smallest yet raised in this section 
of the state. 

In southwest Georgia thousands of 
acres of the finest known varieties of 
pecans have been planted during the 
last few years, A few miles below Al- 
bany is one of the finest groves of 
bearing pecans in existence, its annual 
nut crop being worth many. thousands 
of dollars. Chicago capitalists have re- 
cently become keenly interested in the 
industry, and have made large invest- 
ments in lands in this vicinity, planting 
hundreds of acres in pecans. 

The shortage of the present crop 
means the loss of thousands of dollars. 
In rire cases, orchards have “not 
been injured, though by far the larger 
number will produce much less than a 
half crop. The belated April cold snaps 
are blamed for these conditions. The 
trees appear to have wholly escaped in- 
jury, though there will be a greater 
dearth of Georgia nuts in the market 
next fall than in years, or since the 
pecan industry became one of impor- 
tance,
